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And What Have You

According to a story in last week’s 
Stamford American the people of 
Stamford are seeking a branch depot 
to 
be 
set 
up 
in 
Stamford 
for 
distribution of surplus commodities to 
needy persons. The appeal was made 
to the Jones County Commissioners 
Court. 
The group was assured that if the 
mechanics could be worked out the 
commissioners would recommend to 
the welfare office that the plan be set 
up. 
In making the appeal, Dr. Ike 
Hudson, who acted as spokesman for 
the group of Stamford citizens, told of 
a recent meeting of elderly persons 
where only five of the 32 present could 
drive a car. 
“It is these people we have in 
mind,’’ he said going on to add that 
“People who need it most are the ones 
who cannot get to Anson and they are 
the ones we are interested in.” 
We are wondering if a similar 
situation does not exist here 
in 
Hamlin and if such a branch depot 
should not be set up here if there is 
enough interest. 
County Commissioner Tom Boyd of 
Stamford has offered to transfer the 
food items to Stamford. The city will 
provide the storeroom and other 
needed facilities. A refrigerator will 
be 
obtained 
for 
butter 
and 
perishables. 
Dr. Hudson pointed out that this 
same plan is being carried 
on in 
Taylor County where commodities 
are distributed at regular intervals at 
Merkel. “This is nothing new,” Dr. 
Hudson said, “I am sure that citizens 
of Mineral Wells are not going to Palo 
Pinto.” 
It would appear that it might be 
well if the Ministerial Alliance or the 
Hamlin BCD look into this and if there 
is a need then it should be presented 
to the County Commissioners. 
It 
would seem that if there is need for 
this service in Stamford there likely is 
such a need in Hamlin. 


We were somewhat surprised at the 
court decision in Abilene last week 
that convicted Gus Mutscher and his 
two top associates of conspiring to 
accept a bribe. We had figured that 
they would probably end up with a 
hung jury in the case. 
While the case is still 
subject to 
appeal, we suspect that it has ended 
the political career of Mutscher, at 
least as far as any statewide race is 
concerned. 
What we need now is a complete, 
honest investigation into the whole 
stock scandal. Of course it is hard to 
come 
up with 
a 
full 
scale 
in­ 
vestigation when even the governor is 
involved. Of the three highest state 
officers, only Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes 
seems to not have been involved in the 
matter and since he is running for 
election as governor against Smith it 
makes it difficult for him to lead such 
an investigation. 
While we need an investigation into 
the whole matter, what we don’t need 
is a witch hunt. 
We are already faced with the 
problem of too many people all to 
eager to assume that all elected 
officials are crooks and we suspect 
that the Abilene conviction has just 
added more fuel to this fire. 
Out system of government can not 
work if the people do not have faith in 
it and the people they have chosen to 
run it. This does not mean that we 
should just look the other way but it 
does mean that we need to support the 
honest ones and get rid of those 
proven guilty. 


Since the livestock industry is 
important to this area we feel that the 
following editorial written by Harold 
Hudson in The Perryton Herald is 
worth repeating.

prices are high, and now there is a 
clamor for some reform in the market 
place in order to bring prices down for 
the consumer. The cattleman is being 
blamed for the rise in meat prices, 
and some politicans 
are 
looking 
around for some way to push back 
cattle prices. 
They need to look somewhere else. 
Cattle prices are now just about 
what they were in 1952. Fat cattle are 
selling for around 39 cents a pound, 
same as twenty years ago. Yet a 
comparison a Nebraska cattle feeder 
drew7 from a study of newspaper ads 
in Hastings, Nebraska, shows that 
round steak sold for 98 cents a pound 
in 1952 and is now' $1.38 per pound. 
Hamburger was 49 cents in 1952 and is 
now 85 cents. Sirloin steak was 85 
cents and is now $1.63 a pound. 
Since the price of live cattle is the 
same, surely the blame for increased 
meat prices can’t be attributed to the 
man who raises cattle. Congressional 
inquiries should be directed at some 
of the other links in the marketing 
chain.
